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Child abuse — what 
happens to victims?

(Editor’s note This is the last of a two-part series.) 
Child abuse — an ugly expression for an ugly practice. But it does occur, even in 
Lompoc. 
Lompoc police, under the authority of section 600 of the California Welfare and 
Institutions Code < WIC), may remove a child who has been abused or neglected by 
his parents or guardian to the Lompoc Shelter Care Home. Once in the shelter home, 
the child comes under the authority of the Lompoc office of the Santa Barbara 
County Welfare Department. 
Under section 600 of the WIC, a child abuse or neglect case may be taken to 
juvenile court. 
“Most of our cases don't go to court,” said Bob Winters, a child protective officer 
for the Lompoc welfare office 
The serious cases we do take to juvenile court — 
either to assure that the parent doesn't do it again, or to remove the child from the 
home.” 
The welfare office may have 70 to 80 court cases pending throughout the year, 
according to Winters. Some of these have been accumulated over a number of years. 
They may have 40 new court cases a year, and usually close about that number each 
year, either because the child turns 18 or because the case is solved. 
Winters says that their normal resource, if the parents are not capable of taking 
care of their children, is to place the children in foster homes Then they try to get 
the parents to get the appropriate help — mental health counseling, for instance. If 
that is unsuccessful, welfare will try to get the child freed for adoption. 
If a parent is found guilty of certain portions of section 600 of the WIC, the law 
states that he or she may not have the child back unless he or she qualifies through 
mental health counseling 
“A foster home is not a permanent solution,” said Winters. “Our foster parents 
frequently leave the area, so we have to move the child to another home. This 
doesn’t give the child the stability that’s preferable.” 
Winters says that there are roughly 40 foster homes in the area at this time. Some 
are full. Some are not More foster homes are needed which will take teen-agers, 
who often have behavioral problems, according to Winters. 
Some foster parents have become legal guardians of their children after they’ve 
had them for four or five years Other children have been freed for adoption and 
others have been returned to their parents 
“Our normal hope is that the child will be returned to the parents,” said Winters. 
“ In severe abuse cases that have been going on for several years, that’s not often 
possible.” 
Sergeant Billy Zeigler, juvenile officer for the Lompoc Police Department, 
attributes child abuse to two major factors. In the case of a male it is the alienation 
of the wife’s affection by the child Therefore, he abuses the child In the case of a 
female, raising a child has become too great of a burden. She must stay with a 
husband, who is no longer compatible, for the child's security. She takes this 
frustration out on the child 
“We've found that child abuse occurs pretty much at all economic levels,” said 
Winters. “We've had middle class and wealthy people involved in child abuse — 
people who have very little impulse control and use violence as a solution to 
frustration.” 
Child neglect, on the other hand, is usually associated with the use of drugs, 
alcohol or severe mental illness, he continued. Therefore, it is more likely to occur 
in lower income groups because these people are probably unable to hold down a 
steady job 
Zeigler gave a rough estimate that 80 per cent of all abuse and neglect cases he’s 
seen have been alcohol or drug related. 
What might be a solution to child abuse and neglect? 
In Santa Barbara there is a program called CALM, according to Winters. When a 
parent feels the urge to abuse his child, a call can be made to CALM and they will try 
to reason with the caller. 
Some local people are interested in starting this type of program in Lompoc. 
“I would think that with our small geographical area there wouldn't be that many 
calls,” said Winters. 
Most of our child abuse parents probably wouldn’t use it, 
anyway.” 
Hotline, Lompoc’s call-in service, was started to deal with all types of problems. 
Counselor Lew Copeland of the Drop In Center is the only person involved in taking 
these calls now He receives two or three calls a day, on the average, he says. 
Though he has been involved with Hotline for six years, he has never had a call from 
a parent about to abuse a child 
Zeigler has been impressed by a crisis intervention program which has been put 
into effect in the San Francisco area When police are called in to break up a family 
disturbance, they suggest to the family that they call on a crisis intervention team. 
The team, made up of volunteer laymen who have received specialized 
training, 
can provide a follow-up which the police can’t. 
Zeigler has nothing but praise for the high degree of cooperation the program 
shows between the police, the sheriff ’s department and the volunteer laymen. 
“The while thing is people helping people,” he said. 
To some extent, he feels this philosophy is already operating in Lompoc and 
mentioned the rape crisis center

Communists agree to 
allow U.S. evacuation

The 
County-Cities 
Area 
Planning 
Council, 
in 
adopting 
a 
regional 
transportation plan for the county 
Thursday, agreed with a city of Santa 
Barbara request that U.S. 101 should be 
programmed to continue as a four-lane 
freeway for years to come, although the 
plan proposed expansion to six lanes 
under the 20-year transportation plan. 


It was agreed that nothing would be 
done so far as supporting specifically a 
six-lane 
freeway 
through 
the 
city 
without the city’s prior approval. 


The plan, adopted unanimously by the 
representatives of the county and city 
governments, also reflects a request by 
the city of Lompoc not to refer to the 
Lompoc by-pass as a freeway. 


The council approved alignment of

PLUS presented a letter to the council 
signed by chairperson Arneta Crossman 
objecting that the cost of implementing 
the 
highway

“presumed to place an excessive burden 
on the county taxpayer.” 
Total annual implementation costs for 
the transportation plan were cited at 
about $60-million, with total annual 
revenues seen at about ^ -m illion, 
leaving a net deficit of $31-million which

subsidized by county taxpayers. 
The Lompoc by-pass and realignment 
of Harris Grade were seen as necessary 
in

will be studied in the light of updating of 
the plan. Updating will be annually for 
the next two years, then at two-year 
intervals. 
PLUS in its statement to the council 
contended that Lompoc Valley has been 
seen as having a “serious potential for 
atmospheric 
inversions, 
and 
major 
increases 
in 
vehicular 
traffic 
and 
subsequent exhaust emissions would 
tend to pollute the air basin” there. 
The letter said PLUS recommended 
deletion of the proposal to realign 
Harris Grade until1 there was a proven 
need” based on an increase of vehicle 
trips per day over it. The “ same lack of 
justification is evident in plans for the 
Bypass Freeway, and it also should be 
deleted,” it was stated. 


SAIGON

Vietnamese National Assembly today 
was called into special session Saturday 
to urge appointment of Gen. Duong Van 
“ Big” Minh as premier to negotiate a 
cease-fire with the Communists. Minh 
already has turned down the pose. 


U.S. Ambassador Graham Martin and 
French 
ambassador 
Merrillo 
met 
frequently with President Tran Van 
Huong, apparently trying to persuade 
him to step down in favor of Minh. Both 
the Viet Cong and Hanoi have said 
Huong is not acceptable.

neutrality and cooperation with the 
Communists and the Communists have 
indicated he would be acceptable. 


The North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
expressed increasing annoyance at the 
delays but were holding off the 14 
divisions ringing Saigon. Only minor 
battlefield action was reported today, 
Communist probing actions 35 miles 
west of Saigon. 
The Viet Cong delegation in Paris 
issued a virtual ultimatum to Huong 
today to resign. It said it will not do 
business with Huong and his aides who, 
it said, merely want to prolong the war. 
It said it will hold peace talks with a new 
Saigon government only if it breaks off 
all dependence on the United States, 
demands the evacuation of all American 
military, rejects U.S. aid and bows to 
other conditions.

It will be the first automatic cost-of- 
living increase to take effect for 31 
million Social Security beneficiaries and 
4 million aged, blind and disabled 
persons under the SSI —a package of 
benefit increases that will total $5 7 
billion the first year.

department such a service is 
being conducted on the farm, 
the Record has learned 
The apparent contradiction is 
revealed in an application by 
Casa de Vida, Inc. of Santa 
Barbara and Morningstar to 
the county for $25,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds for the 
1975-76 fiscal year. 
The application, dated Jan. 
23, 1975 and signed by Cortez, 
states. “Since June 15, 1974, 
Casa de Vida, kic has been 
operating a fifty acre ranch 
called Morningstar Farm, Inc. 
about five miles northwest of 
Buellton. 
This 
property 
facilitates our ‘work 
ethic’ 
program which is one of the 
finest types of therapy we can 
provide 
for 
our 
‘live-in’ 
participants.” 


But at the April 2 meeting of

Commission, staffers reported 
that 
Cortez,

rehabilitation center or any

Cortez describes Casa de 
Vida in the application, "a drug 
rehabilitation

center whose primary purposes

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Assembly has overwhelmingly 
voted to require the legislature, 
the governor, and statewide 
officials to disclose annually 
how 
they 
spend 
taxpayers’ 
money on telephone calls, car 
trips and other office expenses. 
The open records measure 
(AB23) by Assemblyman Leon 
Ralph, D-South Cate, passed 
the Assembly Thursday on a 67- 
3 vote and was sent to the 
Senate 
Republicans 
attempted 
to 
amend the measure to include 
the disclosure of all legislative 
records and lawmakers’ expen­ 
ditures. 
Democrats quickly branded 
the move—which would have 
strengthened 
the 
legislation—as an attempt to 
make it unacceptable to the 
Senate, resulting in it being 
killed 
“This is a realistic open 
records bill,” Ralph said 
Assem blym an 
F r a n k 
Murphy, R-Santa Cruz, told the 
Assembly he was attempting to 
amend the bill to “ give the 
public what they deserve.” 
He said Ralph's bill was “ so 
fraught with exceptions” it was 
no “ more than lip service to 
open records.” 
Ralph said that the intention 
of the Republicans was to get 
the bill to the Senate where “ it 
will be killed.” A Democratic 
move to table the amendments

records legislation all along.

Johnson, playing what Barry called, 
“ the best game of his career,” scored 18 
points and all but shut down Seattle’s 7- 
foot-2 rookie center, Tom Burleson, who 
had kept the Sonics in contention 
throughout the series with his improved 
play The 33 minutes logged by Johnson

After reading this latest editorial in 
your paper on the subject of gun control 
I feel that 1 must try to set the facts 
straight 
Your editorials never cease to amaze 
me How anyone in a position of respect 
and responsibility such as yours can be 
so irresponsible in your editorials is 
totally beyond me I would seriously like 
to know if you do any research prior to 
writing an editorial 
FACT: Since the 1968 FED ERA L 
GUN CONTROL ACT the only people 
who can order guns thru the mail are 
federally licensed firearms dealers. 
NOT private individuals. In order for a 
private citizen to purchase a handgun of 
any type i What is a Saturday nite 
special? i They must be at least 21 years 
of age. they must go to a licensed 
firearms dealer, pav for the gun, and fill 
out a questionnaire and information 
form. They must then wait for (5) five 
days during which time copies of the 
registration forms and the questionnaire 
and information forms are forwarded to 
the 
local 
police 
agency, 
and 
to 
Sacramento where they are further sent 


to the federal government. Each of 
these agencies then runs a check on the 
individual purchaser. If any information 
comes to light that would legally pro­ 
hibit the individual from purchasing the 
handgun, the dealer is immediately 
notified and the delivery is not made. 
Otherwise, after waiting the required 
period of time, the individual may go in 
to the dealer and pick up his firearm. 
Failure to comply with this procedure is 
a violation of Federal Law 
FACT: The “ GUN LO BBY“ as you so 
inappropriately call, concerned citizens, 
sportsman, and gun owners has for 
many years urged the government to 
pass legislation making the penalties for 
the commission of a crime with a 
firearm more severe and prohibiting

No breast-beating? 


The cliche of the day is, "stop the 
recriminations!” That is one of several 
inflections, another being, “ stop the 
breast-beating!” — which is the title of 
a sermon by George W. Ball in the 
current issue of Newsweek, wherein he 
gives us a lesson on how to stop the 
breast-beating You begin by ignoring 
treaties made by the United States, 
ignoring 
any 
responsibility 
by the 
United States for living up to the terms 
of the treaties. You add a long list of 
complaints 
against 
the 
sloth 
and 
mismanagement of any Oriental who 
was ever dumb enough to be on our side 
in opposing Communism in Asia, and 
before you know it, you not only have 
stopped breast-beating, you are looking 
around the hall expecting the adulation 
of all the peoples of the world. 
Mr. Ball, who was 
Under Secretary of 
State under JF K and 
LB J, and who took us 
into the Southeastern 
mess without giving 
any thought to the 
consequences of fight­ 
ing it the way they 
chose to fight it, was 
not quite so talkative 
back when he was the 
second man in the 
State 
Department. 
Now he writes from 
his seat in Lehman 
Brothers that “ once 
we 
withdrew 
our 
soldiers 
and 
our 
bombers, it was in­ 
evitable that the house 
of cards (in Vietnam» 
would come tumbling 
down.” 
I don't remember his saying that at 
the time, and I wonder why not? Was he 
on a mission for Lehman Brothers that 
gagged 
him? 
Was he 
out of 
communication 
with 
Newsweek 
magazine? Clairvoyants should practice 
their gift while it is still useful, rather 
than discover it retrospectively. The 
alternative is to expect a certain amount 
of breast-beating and recrimination. A 
whole lot of it is going to issue from this 
little space in the paper. 
We are all being asked to believe that 
there was something on the order of 
manifest destiny working for the North 
Vietnamese. That they really “ owned” 
South Vietnam, in the same sense that 
the early Americans owned California. 


To get California we had to claw our 
way past a few Indians, and snooker the 
Mexicans into one of the great land 
grabs of the 19th century But what was 
hardest about acquiring California was 
things 
like 
scaling 
mountains 
and 
crossing deserts and laying railroad 
lines. 
What was hard about taking South 
Vietnam was — people. About 16 million 
people who were 80 per cent opposed to 
living under the rule of the north Eighty 
per cent is slightly better than the 
number of Americans who sided with 
George Washington in the Revolutionary 
War The will to resist was there, and 
for all the talk of South Vietnamese 
pusillanimity and disorganization and 
graft, you will find that a far higher 
percentage of them died or were 
wounded in the war than Frenchmen 
defending themselves against Hitler. 
The military mistakes of General 
Thieu cannot have been worse than 
those of the succession of generals 
appointed by President Lincoln until he 
happened upon a Ulysses Grant The 
notion that Abraham Lincoln was more 
successful than Thieu m bringing the 
political opposition into his tent is 
chauvinism of the worst sort: it is 
ignorance. 
If 
George 
Washington, 
leaning as he did on critical help from 
the French, had been dealt with as we 
finally dealt with the South Vietnamese, 
we would have lost that war. General 
Washington would have been hanged, 
and George Ball would now be giving us 
his instructions in an English accent. 
If it was so obvious to Ball, one of the 
two 
or 
three 
most 
conspicuous 
Democratic mouthpeices in matters of 
foreign policy, that the Treaty of Paris 
was a phony, he should there and then 
have denounced it. It was certainly a 
mistake of President Nixon not to have

Helping salamanders 


There isn’t much to do when one is 
traveling the long and boring Interstate 
5 highway between Kettleman City and 
Los Banos turnoff. We make the trip 
often when we go to the in-laws’ ranch 
One certainly can’t call the trip scenic 
at all and anything new on the highway 
is noticed immediately, such as the new 
rest stops now going in a few miles north 
of Kettleman City. 
It is really just one, 
long 
one-hour

no matter how you do 
it. 
One little game we 
usually 
employ 
to 
break monotony is the 
counting 
of 
personalized 
license 
plates. 
Some 
are 
extremely clever such 
as the “ I4ANI” plate 
we saw on our last 
trip 
Most, we notice, are usually some form 
of the name, we imagine, of the person 
who owns the car Only once did we see 
a state senator’s car zooming down the 
highway with the distinctive “ S” plate 
and he was over 55 miles-per-hour 
Personalized license plates have been 
issued since August, 1970. The first plate 
went to an R E Klees of Fullerton who 
selected “ AMIGO.” This week, we are 
informed by the Department of Motor 
Vehicles that they have recently issued 
their 200,000th personalized plate to a 
Philip James Taylor, a 25-year-old 
soccer coach at the La Jolla Country 
Club Taylor selected “ 7COACH” as his 
personalized plate out of about 30 other 
“ Coach” combinations already issued. 
The 
personalized 
license 
plate 
program now has generated close to 


$8,000,000 which has been contributed to 
the 
C alifo rn ia 
Environm ental 
Protection 
program. 
Owners 
of 
personalized plates pay an extra $25 for 
the plate of their choice and are charged 
an annual $10 renewal fee. The plates, 
unlike regular plates, are assigned to 
individuals rather than vehicles. When a 
car is sold, a $12 fee transfers the 
personalized plate to the new vehicle. 
The Department of Motor Vehicles 
has given an example of what happens to 
the money. One of the more unique 
projects funded involved the purchase of 
a roadside breeding area of the long­ 
toed 
Santa 
Cruz 
salamander, 
an 
endangered species. The purchase of the 
last remaining one of only two known 
breeding grounds of the nearly extinct 
salamander species was protected from 
encroachment by man and his super 
highway by its purchase as a fish and 
game habitat. It is located adjacent to 
Highway 1 near Watsonville.

decline in the number of 
persons turning out at the 
polls to vote in gubernatorial 
elections. In 1966, 59 per cent 
of those eligible to register 
and vote went to the polls. In 
1970, voter turnout declined to 
54 per cent. 
In the last 
election, voter participation 
dropped to only 44 per cent. 
Santa Barbara County faces 
an important election May 27 
to determine whether or not to 
allow Exxon Oil to build a 
processing facility 
in Las 
Flores Canyon.

Speed traps condemned 


Terming “ despicable” the use of 
airplanes over marked sections of 
California 
highways 
to 
“ trap” 
motorists. Senator Randolph Collier has 
charged 
the 
Highway 
Patrol 
with 
“ police state tactics" and said he will 
exert pressure to halt the practice. 
“ It has come to my attention,” said 
Collier, that, m clear violation of long 
standing law against speed traps, the 
Patrol 
has 
undertaken 
a program 
involving the use of airplanes over 
marked portions of the highways. Law 
enforcement should always be open, 
straightforward and honest. When it 
resorts to sneak methods it degrades 
itself and destroys any respect the 
citizens have for the law and those who 
enforce it. Police state tactics have 
always 
been 
reprehensible 
to 
Americans.” 
“ It has long been established that 
visible enforcement is the best and most 
effective method. That is why we put 
police 
in 
uniforms 
and 
mark 
distinctively their vehicles. It deters 
violations, prevents offenses before they 
occur. 
Former Commissioner Walt 
Pudinski was making great strides in 
getting the patrol cars out from behind 
the billboards. Now they are reverting 
to this despicable practice with a 
modern twist. I intend to use every 
power available to me as a legislator to 
compel 
a 
halt 
to 
this 
type 
of 
enforcement.” 
Collier’s powers are considerable. Not 
only is he the dean of the Legislature, 
serving his 37th year in the Senate, he is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Transportation 
Committee through which all measures 
affecting the Patrol must pass. His ire 
at the patrol for thwarting the speed 
trap law is no small thing. For Collier, 
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over the years, has been a staunch 
friend of the Patrol, as an organization, 
and the patrolmen themselves. He has 
probably 
authored more legislation 
beneficial to both than all of the other 
members combined, and has constantly 
defended 
them against attacks 
by 
others. In recent years his conduct has 
been most statesmanlike, remaining 
calm and judicious no matter what the 
provocation. 
Now he is not only irate over the use of 
speed traps but the manner in which the 
patrol obtained the planes. “ They didn’t 
get the money from the Legislature or 
any authorization to use them from us.” 
He said the planes were secured in a 
trade for some helicopters provided 
under federally funded programs. 
He 
scoffed 
at 
contentions 
of 
Commissioner Dan Lanza that the 
planes are less costly than patrol cars to 
operate. 
“ Those flying them have 
already used that duty as an excuse to 
get 
higher 
pay 
than 
the 
regular 
officers,” Collier disclosed. “ Besides 
that’s neither here nor there. If they 
were using them for legal activities we 
would 
then 
consider 
whether 
the 
expense is justified. When they use them 
illegally it wouldn’t matter a whit if they 
were free.” 
Collier said that in an effort to 
sanctify the operation “ they obtained a 
‘mickey 
mouse’ 
attorney 
general’s 
opinion which is a classic of legalistic 
gymnastics. It is a perversion of the

Legislature, repulsed by the traffic cops 
hiding behind billboards, enacted the 
speed trap law which clearly defines 
that as a section of highway measured 
in order to calculate speed ’ The 
contention of the patrol that they are not 
doing this is legerdemain that defies the 
facts and defiles the Patrol.” 
“ I think,” said Collier, “ that when a 
law enforcement agency gets so far out 
of hand that it refuses to abide by the 
rules prescribed by the legislative body 
that created the agency, it is time for 
some drastic action by the Legislature. 
Lawmaking isn’t a game. We try to spell 
out the law clearly. We cannot tolerate 
agencies artfully devising means to 
circumvent them or their intent. If cops 
don’t respect the law how can they 
expect citizens to do so?”
